A year ago St. Paul was tlio speculative 


fancy of all the western men. Armour led 
the crowd at Chicago and west of hero, and 
P.ockafellor was nt tho head oi the crowd nt 
Cleveland, N. D. Beam was a member of tho

Tho St. Potornburc Tlsll Supply. 


Tho arrangements for supplying St. Peters- 


burg with Qsh aro deserving ot notice. Tho 
Quest kinds, procured from the northern 
lakos and rivers in autumn, aro preserved 
alivo in ponds fed by tho Neva at different 
points of tho capital during tho winter, each 
species having a separate compartment to it- 
self. From reservoirs tho municipality do- 
rives n revenue of 30,000 rubles, From tho 
Volga and tho Dwina arrive every August 
35,000 sterlet to delight tho palates of epi- 
cures who cm afford to pay from Dvo to 
seven rubles a pound for thn delicacy. 
Their 


•weight wboii netted in taeir native rivers 
varies from ten to fifteen pounds, of which 
they loso somo 10 per cent, in tho waters of 
tho .Neva, while, on tho other hand, their 
price is enhanced from two-thirds of a rouble 
per pour.d to that already stated. A Berlin 
banker lately paid 600 rubles for six oJ these 
fish, and had them conveyed to his re.-,ider.co 
in water tajiks specially constructed ior tho 
purposo. 


Tho poor man's food in Lcnton time con- 


sists mainly of a small fish called metki, 
which is caught in tho lakes and streams of 
Pskov in groat abundance and conveyed dur- 
ing winter in a congeahd state on sledges to 
tho capital; in summer they aro dried in tlio 
sun and transported on horseback. 
Their 


price at St. Petersburg is suited to tho lowest 
capacity of purso. Whlto salmon, pike, trout 
and other varieties aro caught in vast quan- 
tities during tho spring and autumn ia Lake 
Ladoga and poured into the metropolitan res- 
ervoin. 
Sturgeon, not in great numbers, 


but somstlnios weighing 250 pounds, uro con- 
tributed to tho central depots from tho tamo 
place. Tho yearly value of tho live Dsh sen; 
from Ladoga is estimated at a million of 
rubles. 
Fivo hundred 
vessels containing 


tanks stored with fish go to and fro six times 
a year. Smelts and lampreys are netted at 
tho mouth of tho Nova and in tho CM ot 
Finland and supply an extremely economical 
article of fbod for tho population of tho ci;y. 
Tho Finns reap an abundant harvest all tho 
year round with their crayfish, and Hovel 
sends 300,000 nioasurea of Esthonian sardines 
to tho sainti destination every autumn.—Lon- 
don Standard.

don loading oat from Piccadilly, near Grean 
P»rk, often hear among tho ballad singers 
who frequent that vicinity a woman's sweet 
voice accompanied by a harp. Unlike other 
minstrels who gather their pennies and six- 
pences at all hours of tho day or evening, this 
voice is only heard after dark. Its plaintive 
notes find their way into many a gay draw- 
ing room as they float up from tho pavement 
below, where- tho poor singer shivers in the 
cold night air.

called, aro wealthy and responsiblo men. In 
somo cases they belong to families ranking 
among tho highest classes. They aro wealthy, 
nay, fabulously wealthy, some of them, ami 
supposed to be honest men. \Vhcn they ar- 
range a purchase for the firm in whoso employ- 
ment they may be they become responsible for 
tho payment of tbo amount in question. If the 
purchase fnil>tbey have to pay. So it will bei 
seen that tho post of compradoro is no sine- 
cure, and that it is of supremo importance for 
a commercial firm to securo tho services ol 
one at tho same time wealthy, honest and re- 
liable.—Gentleman's Magazine.
